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Amendments to the Claims 

1 . (Currently Amended) A catheter for transportation of a formulation to a 
delivery site, said catheter comprising: 

an elongate body comprising a proximal end defining an inlet, a distal end defining an 
outlet, and a passageway extending between the proximal and distal ends, the passageway 
being suitable for traasporting the formulation, wherein said catheter further includes a 
modifying element operatively associated with the passageway, and the modifying element is 
positioned such that formulation flowing through the passageway contacts a modifying agent 
associated with the modifying element during transportation to the delivery site. 

2. (Original) The catheter of claim 1, wherein the modifying element is 
selectively water permeable. 

3-4. (Cancelled) 

5. (Currently Amended) The catheter of Glaim-4 claim 1 , wherein the 
modifying agent is imbedded within a wall of the modifying element. 

6. (Currently Amended) The catheter of ekma^ claim 1, wherein the 
modifying agent is coated on the inner wall of the modifying element. 

7. (Currently Amended) The catheter of claim 4 claim 1 , wherein the 
modifying agent is immobilized on an inner wall of the modifying element. 

, 8. (Original) The catheter of claim 1, wherein the modifying element is a 
conduit, which conduit is in fluid conmiunication with the elongate body passageway. 
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9. (Withdrawn) The catheter of claim 1, wherein the modifying element is a 
patch present in a sidewall of the elongate body. 

10. (Withdrawn) The catheter of claim 9, wherein the modifying element is 
selectively water permeable. 

1 1 . (Withdrawn) The catheter of claim 1 , wherein the modifying element is a 
ring-like element defining a modifying element lumen, wherein the modifying element is 
operatively attached to the elongate body distal end so that the modifying element lumen is in 
fluid communication with the elongate body passageway. 

12. (Withdrawn) The catheter of claim 1 1, wherein the modifying element 
comprises a modifying agent. 

13. (Withdrawn) The catheter of claim 12, wherein the modifying agent is 
immobilized on the inner wall of the modifying element. 

14. (Withdrawn) The catheter of claim 1, wherein the modifying element is a 
bulb-like element defining a modifying element lumen, wherein the modifying element is 
operatively attached to the elongate body distal end so associated with the passageway such 
that the modifying element lumen is in fluid communication with the elongate body 
passageway. 

15. (Withdrawn) The catheter of claim 14, wherein the modifying agent is 
immobilized on the inner wall of the modifying element. 

1 6. (Previously Amended) The catheter of claim 1 , wherein the passageway is 
adapted for delivery of agent at a low volume rate. 
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17. (Original) A drug delivery system comprising: 
a catheter according to claim 1 ; and 

a drug delivery device comprising a reservoir; 

wherein the drug delivery device is attached to the catheter to provide a flow pathway 
from the drug delivery device reservoir, into the elongate body passageway, and through the 
modifying element. 

18. (Original) The drug delivery system of claim 17, wherein the drug delivery 
device is a convective drug delivery device. 

19. (Original) The drug deUvery system of claim 18, wherein the convective 
device is an osmotic pump. 

20. (Original) The drug dehvery system of claim 17, wherein said drug delivery 
device is implantable.

28. (Currently Amended) The catheter of claim 4 claim 1 , wherein the 
modifying agent is capable of modifying the formulation upon contact therewith. 

29. (Previously Presented) The catheter of claim 28 wherein the modifying 
agent is an enzyme or a catalyst. 

30. (Previously Presented) The catheter of claim 28 wherein the modifying 
agent is capable of activating a previously inactive drug or therapeutic agent present in the 
formulation. 
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3 1 . (Previously Presented) The catheter of claim 30 wherein the modifying 
agent is capable of activating a form of pro-insulin to its active form. 

32. (Previously Presented) The catheter of claim 1 wherein at least a portion 
of the catheter is suitable for implantation. 

33 . (Currently Amended) The catheter of claims claim 1 wherein the 
modifying agent is capable of adjusting the pH of a drug or therapeutic agent present in the 
formulation. 

34. (Currently Amended) The catheter of claim ^ claim 1 wherein the 
modifying agent is impregnated, imbedded, coated, or chemically bonded to at least an inner 
wall of the modifying element. 
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
